Each  one  is  a part 
in  the  great  movement  covering  not  only 
our  own  country  but  the  whole  world. 
Anything  which  harms  one  part  may, 
sooner  or  later,  harm  the  whole. 

The  field  of  the  Lihrari/  Notes,  how- 
evi'r.  is  not  only  more  limited  but  i.s 
different.  Such  a bulletin  can  and  should 
be  a little  more  intimate.  In  fact  we  are 
still  living  in  hope  that  the  time  will 
conle  when  the  libraries  of  the  State 
will  adopt  it  and  make  it  their  own. 
When  cacli  librarian  is  so  interested  in 
her  work  she  wants  everyone  else  to 
know  about  it  and  sends  us  notes  and 
descriptions  of  what  .she  i.s  doing  we 
will  have  a paper  so  interesting  that 
the  children  will  cry  for  it.

5[eadville,  Allentown,  and  I’loomsbnrg 
each  raised  .$100,000,  or  more  for  their 
libraries.  Bethlehem  and  Leechburg  each 
voted  a 1 mill  tax  for  maintenance.

Meadville  needs  a new  building  and 
will  put  her  money  into  it.  The  building 
they  have  used  for  years,  and  outgrown, 
has  been  sold  so  they  must  move.  A 
site  has  ben  secured  on  the  Stpiare  and 
a beautiful  building  designed  to  occupy  it.

Bloomsburg  started  out  to  raise  $75.0O() 
for  a building  and  the  beginning  of  an 
endowment  fund.  At  the  end  of  six 

days  they  had  $1<)8.(K)0  which  was  doing 
pretty  well  for  a town  of  eight  thoasand 
people.  Shortly  after  a will  was  pro- 
bated making  the  library  the  residuary 
legatee,  which  may  give  them  .$30,000 
more.

In  Bethh'hem.  the  School  Board  an- 
nounc('d  they  would  di.scontinue  their 
appropriation  of  $l’.),OfK),  which  would 
leave  the  library  with  nothing  to  live  on.. 
O’his  disturbed  Miss  Root  so  effec.tivel.v 
that  she  organized  a campaign  which  re- 
sulted in  a decisive  vote  in  .favor  of  a 
J mill  tax.  Now  they  will  have  an  in- 
come of  $30,000  or  more.

GEORGE  H.  LAMB 

It  is  with  sincere  regret  that  we 
chronicle  the  death,  early  in  January, 
of  George  H.  Lamb.  For  many  years 
Mr.  Lamb  was  librarian  and  head  of  the 
work  of  the  Carnegie  Club,  of  Bfaddock. 
He  was  of  a quiet  disposition  and  there- 
fore did  not  push  himself  forward  in  the 
State  work,  but  was  always  ready  to 
help.  lie  served  as  President  of  the 
State  Association  in  1918,  and  as  there 
was  no  meeting  that  year,  owing  to  an 
interdiction  by  the  State  healtli  ollicers, 
lie  held  over  through  1919.  He  had 
been  ill  for  a long  time  and  unable  to 
be  at  the  library  for  some  time  before 
his  death. 


PENNSYLVANIA  SUMMER 
SCHOOL 

Tlie  Summer  School  for  Library  Work- 
ers at  State  College  will  hold  its  15th 
annual  session  from  June  29th  to  August 
8th,  1925.  Miss  John  will  be  Director 
and  she  and  Miss  Brown,  will  be  tlie 
resident  instructors.  Miss  MacDonald 
will  give  some  lectures  on  Book  selec- 
tion, Mr.  Bliss  on  Administration  and 
Book  ordering,  and  Miss  Betterly  on 
Children’s  work. 


The  exhibitors  at  the  Cambridge 
Springs  meeting  had  such  interesting 
auctions  that  they  raised  enough  money 
for  several  scholarships  and  the  Summer 
School  Alumnae  will  also  oifer  one  as 
they  have  done  for  two  years  past. 

The  students  live  in  one  of  the  dormi- 
tories on  the  Campus  and  take  meals  at 
the  College  dining  room.  There  is  a 
concert  course,  numerous  free  lectures 
and  entertainments,  excursions  on  Sat- 
urdays and  best  of  all  the  Library  School 
picnic  with  supper  in  the  woods.  Thus, 
although  kept  ver.y  busy  with  library 
school  work,  the  students  come  in  contact 
with  the  college  life,  and  enjoy  the  many 
activities  as  well  as  the  beauty  and  won- 
derful mountain  air  of  the  fine  campus. 

The  instruction  includes  a good  drill 
in  classification  and  simple  cataloging 
which  will  be  a great  help  to  the  li- 
brarian of  a small  library  who  has  had 
no  regular  instruction  in  this  line.  It 
also  gives  the  assistant  to  whom  the 
work  is  new,  a grasp  of  the  subject 
which  enables  her  to  do  the  work  under 
supervision. 

Reference  work  includes  a thorough 
examination  of  the  dictionaries,  encyclo- 
Ijcdias,  yearbooks,  indexes,  bibliographies 
and  other  reference  books  commonly 
found  in  small  libraries,  with  exercises 
to  illustrate  their  use.  "Book  selection,” 
"Magazine  review”  and  “Current  topics’’ 
examin.e  the  reviews,  and  aids  to  selec- 
tion as  well  as  the  contents  of  adult  and 
juvenile  fiction  and  non-fiction,  maga- 
zines, and  new.spapers.  There  will  also  bo 
lectures  on  mending,  loan  work,  book 
ordering,  alphabctiii,g  and  inventory,  and 
at  the  end  final  examinations  and  a very 
in formal  commencement.

Aspers.  (Adams  Co.) 

The  Aspers  library  travels  doubly. 
Mrs.  Smith  lives  in  town  in  the  winter 
and  on  the  farm  in  the  summer  and  the 
book  collection  goes  along,  serving  two 
neighborhoods. 

Avondale.  (Chester  Co.) 

(lets  rent,  heat,  and  light  free  in  a 
room  over  the  bank.  Miss  Corson  reports 
and  the  money  they  receive  from  the 
borough,  from  fines,  and  from  such  things 
as  a play  given  by  the  local  dramatic 
club  all  can  go  into  books.  They  have 
about  12(K)  volumes. 

Bendersville.  (Adams  Co.) 

The  lil)rary  is  in  the  home  of  the  rural 
mail  c.arrier,  ilr.  House,  who  knows 
everybody,  of  course,  and  is  doing  fim; 
work. 

Cashtown.  (Adams  Co.) 

Had  to  pack  up  their  library  because 
the  building  in  which  it  was  housed  was 
sold,  but  ISIiss  8cliwarty.  reports  the 
women's  club  is  trying  to  find  means  to 
raise  money  for  rent  and  then  they  will 
open  up  again.  Knowing  something  of 
the  club  there  is  no  doubt  but  that  they 
will  succeed. 

Cochranville.  (Chester  Co.) 

Is  lakling  of  putting  together  its  three 
book  collections — traveling  lil)rary,  wom- 
an's clul)s'  collections,  and  school  room 
libraries  and  having  a town  library  in 
the  voting  place.  The  rent  paid  by  the 


county  for  its  use  on  election  day,  would 
hell)  finance  the  library. 

East  Waterford.  (Juniata  Co.) 

Has  such  a wide  field  that  part  of  its 
borrowers  live  in  the  next  county,  .so 
Miss  Pannebaker  reports.  The  library 
is  in  the  hotel  an.d  open  iit  all  hours. 

Ercildoun.  (Chester  Co.) 

The  library  is  in  a busy  cross-roads 
store  and  Mr.  Webster  says  his  most  ac- 
tive readers  are  tht  older  boys.  He  has 
had  the  librjtry  for  six  years  and  feels 
it  so_  decidedly  worth  while  that  he  would 
not  give  it  uj).  He  has  never  lost  a book. 

Fairfield.  (Adams  Co.) 

Mr.  Uincdollar  will  luivc  the  library 
in  his  hardware  store  during  vacation. 
One  of  his  readei-s  he  says,  has  read 
every  \olume  in  the  collection. 

Hunterstown.  (Adams  Co.) 

IMiss  Pell  has  the  library  in  her  home, 
a farm  house  in  one  of  the  mo.st  historic 
corners  of  the  state.  She  is  a busy 
teacher,  so  her  mother  and  sister  help 
with  the  library.  They  have  had  it  for 
eight  years. 

Lander.  (Warren  Co.) 

The  library  is  in  the  community  hou.se 
and  Miss  Pishop  has  a high  school  girl 
■volunteer  trained' as  a valuable  assistant 
to  help  her  with  the  “rush  hour’’  with 
the  .school  children.  They  serve  a high 
school  and  a consolidated  .school  a-s  ■well 
as  the  town  and  Inive  about  400  books 
of  their  own  in  addition  to  the  state  col- 
lection. It  is  certainly  a busy  place. 
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McKnightstown.  (Adams  Co.) 

Mrs.  Goss  lias  the  library  in  her 
home — riglit  on  the  Lincoln  Highway, 
and  has  practically  given  over  one  room 
to  the  books,  her  own  and  the  state  col- 
lection. with  a table  piled  high  with 
magazines,  and  one  can  see  that  both 
books  and  magazines  are  well  used.  She 
has  even  the  tiny  tots  in,  her  Sunday 
School  Class  reading. 

Marietta.  (Lancaster  Co.) 

The  state  collection  helps  out  through 
the  Lancaster  library,  for  Lancaster 
serves  the  whole  county.  The  library 
is  a most  attractive  room  in  the  com- 
munity house,  is  open  at  all  hours,  and 
Miss  Brainerd,  the  house  secretary,  is 
particularly  interested  in  its  use  by  the 
young  fieople. 

Prospect.  (Butler  Co.)
